WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—The 
Prohibition enforcement bill was 
repassed today by the Senate over 
President Wilson's veto, The sec- 
tion relating to war-time pro- 
hibition becomes effective imme- 
diately upon its transmission to 
the State Departnient by the clerk 
of the Senate. 

The vote was 65 to 20, eight 
more than the necessary two-thirds

Councilman Who Has Had 
Long Experience With Har- 
bor Work Thinks Big Land 
Owners Ought To Pay the 
Bills and Says PlainlyrThat 
the City Has Been Flim- 
flammed. 


Inasmuch as the News has pub- 
lished letters on the harbor matter 
from Councilman Lane and Council- 
man Gerlach, the, following from 
Councilman Garrard is published by 
special request: 


Editor News: 

Much ean be said of the Bond 
issue about to be voted on Novem- 
ber 4th, from our experience in the 
last Harbor Bond money. 


To start with, it is extremely dis- 
couraging to do work that is so 
great a benefit to those who put all 
the stumbling blocks in the way 
and lay awake nights to figure out 
ways to gouge the City of its money 
appropriated. 


I am sure you will quite agree 
with me when I explain how I feel 
about our past experience—aend if 
I had it to do all over again I will 
assure you, that as far as I am econ- 
eerned, there would be no Tunnel 


on Hi or. Whart or Harbor, 
for the following reasons: 


First—-To pay damages to one 80 
much benefited as the John Nichol 
Co., which should have given $265,- 
000 rather than gouge the Bond 
fund to recover the alleged dam- 
ages. “ 

Then we ran into the W. L. 
Forman property, who was very fair 
to deal with, but it cost $12,300 and 
a great benefit and should have 
been no damages as the property 
ran along the edge of the hill and 
was impractical for building ° pur- 
poses, 

Then the next—the Santa Fe, 
‘who tried to gouge the Bond fund 
for $80,000—also the highway we 
had to pay $7,500. Also a great 
benefit in the line of development 
to the Santa Fe railway. 

Then—worse than all—Julius! 
Carey $20,000 damages with inter-, 
est which has not been paid as yet, 
for damages, and the highway never 
toucged his land and was a Breat | 
benefit to his property—-rather than 
damages. 

Also the Richmond Belt Railway, 
$2.500 damages for Kasement over | 
a tide lot at the Municipal Wharf. | 

We have not developed much on‘ 
the Inner Harbor and it is hard to | 
tell what we may run into. It will,

FALLS INTO HOLE: 
SUES FOR $30,000 


Suit for $30,000 damages against 
Fred Meyers and John Doe for in- 
juries alleged to have been received 
when, it is claimed, Mrs. Grace E. 
Mendersee of Richmond fell into a 
hole dug in front of her home, was 
filed in the Superior Court on Tues- 
day by Alois J. Mendersee and Grace 
FE. Mendersee. 

According to the complaint, 
Meyers owns a water system which 
supplies the residents of Pullman. 
It is alleged that on the 4th of 
June of this year an employe or 
agent of Meyers, whom the com- 
plaint names as John Doe, dug a 
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hole in front of the Mendersee 
home. At five o'clock ‘in the eve- 
ning of that day, when he com- 
pleted work he did not cover the 


hole or put up warning lights, it is 
claimed, which would protect the 
public from injury.

SYMPATHY-NOT QUE 
TO) ARMY SHIRKERS 


PLAIN FACTS CONCERNING THE 
PENALTIES INFLICTED ON MEN 
WHO WERE A. W. O. L. 


MANY WERE MERE COWARDS 


Gfayed Away Beyond Their Leave 
Permits te Aveid Dangerous Duties 
fer Which Other Soldiers Had te Be 
Detailed. :

Washington.— Washington is still 
the center for the radiation of contro- 
versial matter which concerns itself 
with charges that many American sol- 
diers during the war were given pun- 
ishment altogether too severe for small 
offenses. The country is famillar with 
the give-and-take in this subject be 
tween Judge Advocate General Crow- 
der, who also was the provost marshal 
general in the army, and Colonel An 
sell, who was acting judge advocate 
general while General Crowder was 
conducting the draft. 

A subcommittee of the senate com- 
mittee on military affairs is consider- 
ing Senator Chemberlain’s bill propos- 
ing a general revision of the system of 
military justice. Some of the most 
interesting testimony ever 
given before a committee of congress 
has been heurd in this cominittee 
room. It should, of course, be under- 
stood that neither General Crowder 
nor Colonel Ansell, parties to the orig- 
{nal controversy, had anything to do 
with the specific courts-martial which 
tried; and sentenced soldiers for of- 
fenses during the war, but General 
Crowder in a general way has stood 
for the army system, while Colonel An- 
sell has been opposed to it. 

Heretofore in much that has been 
written from Washington about this 
subject of army punishments there 
has been emphasis laid on the cases in 
which there seemingly was a miscar- 
riage of justice. Stres¢ has been put 
on punishments which seemed to be 
out of keeping. with the crimes for 
which they were inflicted. So far as 
the defense of the system 1s concerned, 
it has been urged that most of it came | 
from regular army officers who were 
accustomed to old-time methods. It 
also was said that when what might 
be called civilian officers of the army 
were heard from the reverse would be 
found to be true. One of the latest 
witnesses before the senate subcom- 
mitte was John F. O’Ryan, commander 
of the New York National Guard, 
which, of course, is recognized as a 
part of the civilian soldiery of the 
country. 

A. W. 0. L. and Its Punishment. 

Leaving entirely” out of the confro- 
versy at the present time the charges 
that men were too heavily punished 
for certain offenses, the subject of 
punishments for being absent without 
leave properly can be taken up. From 
all over the country there have come 
to Washington protests against send- 
ing men to the guardhouse for four or 
five months simply because they 
stayed away from their duty for a day 
or two while on service in France. In 
one way, this matter has been dis- 
cussed before, when it was set forth 
that the protestors against the punish-

' ments probably did not know that the 


absence of some of the “leavetakers” 
might mean the needless sacrifice of 
the lives of some of their fellow sol- | 
diers, General O’Ryan, Ngtional! 
Guardsman, told the senate $nbcom- 
Inittee that “the greatest demoralizing 


agency in any army was the man who 
' shirked battle by being absent without | 
leave without intention of deserting.” | 


General O'Ryan said that many of | 
the severe sentences imposed were due 
to the fight against that element of the 
forces. 8 

Shirkers or Cowards. 

Army men in Washington, with the 
good of the service at heart, are still | 
concerned over this matter of criticism 
of heavy punishments inflicted on men 
who absented themselves without 
lenve from their organizations while 
at the front In France. It is asserted 
by officers, whether they are from civil 
life or of the regular establishment, 
thut the men who absented themselves 
on the eve of battle, or when it might 
be expected they were to be ordered | 
to the front, were nothing less than | 
shirkers of high duty and, in some 
eases, cowards. It must be unde 
stood that the penalty for desertion tn 
time of war is death and that, there 
fore, few men would desert, but would 
take advantage of the limitation of 
time which was fixed for desertion and 
return to their organizations in season 
to be tried simply for absence without | 
leave. 

At the risk of criticism for repeti- | 
tion, it may be sald that in many cases 
men who were absent without leave— 
A. W. O. L. as it is called in the army ! 


, ——“jJumped their duty’? at a time when 


their organizations were Just about to 
engage in aggressive operations.

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To Freshen Silke. 
Japanese, China, India and pongee 
silks are freshened by washing in 


warm soapsuds, rinsing quickly and 
drying in the shade; roli in a sheet 
when not perfectly dry and then iron 
on the wrong side. 

Colored silk fades and white silk 
yellows after washing, but this may 
be avoided by using medium warm 
soap and water and rinsing well; 
wrap in a large cloth (an old sheet is 
fine) for half .n hour, and then iron 
on the wrong side with a moderate 
fron, using a bit of thin lawn between 
the fron and silk. Do not let the light 
and air get to it while wet, as this 
yellows and fades the fabric. 

When black silk or satin begins to 
shine, sponge on the right side with a 
mixture of two parts of gin and one of 
water, and iron while damp on the 


od; that is, place clean blotting paper 
both above and below the stain, then 
place a warm iron over the paper. The 
heat will dissolve the grease which the 
blotting paper will absorb. Fs 

Remove the paper, add a fresh sup- 
ply under the stain and rub with chlo 
roform, 

Grease Spot on a Parasol. 

You may get rid of the grease spot 
by laying on hot French chalk. Tit 
will dissolve and absorb the grease. 
Next, the parasol should be opened 
and then thoroughly washed with gaso- 
line and white soap all over its sur- 
face, more particularly on the solled 
places. 

Afterward sponge off with clear gas- 
oline. By going over every part of 
the parasol there will be no danger of 
spots or stre#ks and gasoline will not 
harm it. Keep away from fire or ar 


wrong side. 
To Remove Grease Stains From Silk. 

When any greasy substance has 
been dropped upon silk it can be ab- 
stracted by mixing French chalk with 
methylated spirits to the consistency 
of cream, laying it upon the stain, 
then covering with a brown paper and 
pressing with a warm iron. 

French chalk removes grease and 
does not injure colored silks. Scrape 
a Httle on. the spot, rub it in, let it 
stand 24 hours, then brush off and re- 
peat the process if necessary, for 
grease is often hard to remove. 

To Remove Stain from Silk Use 
Chloroform. 

First remove as much of the grease 

spot as you can by the hot-iron meth-
